years.

British East Indies. This is enough to last for 
one year, but the question is, will it ever be de- 
livered? 


The answer is doubtful. Only 12,000 tons can 


arrive by January 1, and even this may be held 
up by German defeat of England or a Japanese 
blitzkrieg on the Dutch East Indies. 


M&st amazing feature of the deal is that the 


National Defense commission is not attempting 
to buy new tin ore from the Far East, but only 


j the refined, metallic tin. In other words, the tin 
. is to be refined in the Far East, then shipped 
' here. Reason for this is: (1) because the British 
put a 50 per cent tax on the export of crude ore 
to keep us from setting up a tin smelling busi- 
ness of our own; and (2) because the state de- 
partment still is following a policy of dealing 
gently with British interests. 


In other words, while we will set up a system 


of temporarily smelting Bolivian tin in the Uni- 
ted States, the British still will attempt to hang 
on to their monopoly by smelting as much as 
possible themselves—and up to a point high 
U. S. officials seem reluctant to break away 
from the British system.

New recipe for political success: get a diplo- 


matic post, speak out of turn, take a spanking 
for it, then announce for political office. 


The recipe was set by James H. R. Cromwell, 


whose remarks as minister to Canada brought 
him a state department reprimand. He is now 
running for the senate. 


Same recipe apparently may be followed by 


John Cudahy, ambassador to Belgium, who 
rode in high spirits through his White House 
reprimand the other day, and is being urged to 
run for governor of Wisconsin. 


In fact, the president himself, before the 


"spanking" was over, urged Cudahy to run. 


Cudahy went to the White House feeling he 


had been wronged by the state department's 
reprimand following his press interview in Lon- 
don. On the way, he said to a friend. ''I've got 
to hurry. I'm going on the carpet at two." Then 
he added. "But I'm not going to be made a goat 
of, I can tell you." 


When he walked into the president's office, 


the President opened with: "John, let's forget 
all about this business, shall we?" But Cudahy 
rejected the pipe of peace. "Oh no," he said, 
"I've been done a wrong here, and I want to set 
the record straight." 


Then the president made the point that Cuda- 


hy was not recalled, but merely brought home 
for consultation, like Tony Biddle or Bill Bul- 
litt. 


Still Cudahy was not satisfied. "No,' he in- 


sisted. "I'm under a cloud and I've got to be 
vindicated." 


After the two men talked for an hour and a 


half, Cudahy came out authorized to say that he 
had not been reprimanded and that no repri- 
mand was intended. This much he announced to 
the press, but what lie did not disclose was that 


Under our Constitution the Presi- 


dent alone has the power to make 
treaties, which become binding 
when concurred in by two-thirds of 
the Senators present. 


Far from putting our navy under 


the orders of the British Empire, 
the Federal Union plan, so far as it 
has been reduced to a definite pro- 
gram for the government of the 
Union, would make an 
elected 


Board, in which all the units of the 
Union were represented, the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the united arm- 
ed forces. The tentative proposal 
for the election of such Board is 
that three of its five members shall 
be elected by the direct votes of 
the citizens of all thc members of 
the Union, and one each by the two 
houses of the Union's Congress. 


Since the whole plan is based 


upon individual rights and liberty, 
the allotment of representation in 
the lower house of the Union's Con- 
gress is proposed to be on the nu- 
merical basis of population. Since 
the United Slates has a population 
larger by at least 15 per cent than 
the total population of the six Brit- 
ish democracies, this country would 
be assured of dominance both in 
the Lower House and in the Exe- 
cutive Board. 


You ask the question "Who would 


be king?" What is being proposed 
is a governmental set-up familiar to 
Europeans and which was once ad- 
vocated for thc United States by 
Woodrow Wilson. That is the so- 
called 
"Parliamentary" form of 


government, in which the executive 
power is vested in a Premier who, 
with a Cabinet of his own selection, 
holds office only so long as he re- 
tains the confidence of either house 
of the legislative body. The Pre- 
mier of Great Britain is indepen- 
dent of the King, as were the Pre- 
miers of France independent of the 
President of the Republic. 
Both 


King and President serve merely 
as figureheads whose duties prac- 
tically begin and end with the ap- 
pointment of a Premier acceptable 
to the Parliament. 


In thc tentative set-up for thc 


Federal Union it's proposed that 
the elective Board of five, each 
having a five-year "staggered" term 
of office, shall as a Board choose 
the Premier, and each member of 
the Board is to take a one-year 
whirl at being President.

Soft and baked custards should 


be taken out of the baby and in- 
valid food category. They are pre- 
scribed for infant and invalid diets, 
of course, but are healthful desserts 
for the whole family, served by 
themselves or in combination. Soft 
or boiled custards make excellent 
sauces for puddings, and ice creams, 
and baked custards may be served 
with a sauce, butterscotch, caramel 
and chocolate being favorites. 


Low temperatures always are the 


rule with custards. Soft or boiled 
ones are stirred continuously while 
cooking in the top of the double 
boiler over hot water, in contrast to 
baked custard which is cooked with- 
out stirring in the oven. 


Soft or Boiled Custard 


2 cups hot 
i cup sugar 


milk 
J teaspoon 


Yolk of 3 
vanilla 


eggs 
Beat eggs slightly, add sugar and 


a few grains of salt. Stir in the milk 
gradually. Place in double boiler.

New York—Sometimes I wonder what would happen to the country If 
I were not around to offer suggestions out of my inexhaustible ignorance, 
but it were depressing to dwell on this gloomy, though inevitable, state 
of affairs, so, with this brief windup, I will sling my high swift and see 
what you can do with it. 


My proposal is that the base pay of the enlisted 


soldier should be raised to $60 a month, rather than 
$30, the figure which has been proposed in the current 
discussion, because, for an army of a million men the 
cost wouldn't be so very much as we count money 
nowadays, and there is no department in which an' 
equal amount would produce equal benefits. In the

field of economics I am a quarryman rather than a 
sculptor, dealing in big, coarse figures which persons 
of more refinement can chisel down to beautiful sym- 
metry and detail. Using my simple expense-account 
arithmetic I-estimate that the base pay of an army of 
a million soldiers at $60 a month would be $720,000.000 
a year, only $360.000,000 more than the base pay of the 
same force at $30 a month.

Churchill, however, carried on in 
his office as if war might come at 
an early date. 
As a result of his 


work, the fleet was well-prepared 
for duty at the very start of the 
World war in 1914. 


Less than a year after the out- 


break of that war, Churchill found 
himself in truoble because of the 
Dardanelles campaign. The Turks 
were on the side of Germany, and 
they barred British ships from go- 
in;: through the Dardanelles. 


Churchill planned an attack on 


the famous strait, but it failed, with 
heavy loss to the Allies. The fail- 
ure probably was not entirely the 
fault of his plan, but he was blamed 
and soon gave up his office. After- 
ward he went to France in com- 
mand of a division of the 
Royal 


Scots. 


Later in the World war Churchill 


was called back to the cabinet He 
acted as minister of munitions and 
as secretary for war and air min- 
ister.
